Mr. Dingman, manager of the com- 
pany sinking the well, who is in 
charge of the operations is delighted 
with the prospects of soon striking a 
very great pressure.

. depth of 1090 feet or almost [200 
feet below the level of the city. 

The zas indications are mosi piom 
ising and the quality of the gas now 
issuing from the well is of first class 
‘commercial yalue. The gas is odcr- 
less. The work of drilling goes on 
continuously from 12 o’ciock Sunday 
night to 12 o'clock Saturday night.
